Promises Made Four Years 
Ago Not Kept

R eckle ss Extravagance and Mismanagement 
Shown By The Recocchu 

TO THE REPUBLICANS OF ROCKCASTLE COUNTY: 

Since making my fwnal annomicemMit for the Republi- 
can nominatiim for the office of County Jodffe* two other can- 
didates have announced against me. In my announcement I 
crave to the Republicans of this county the platform upon 
which I am making my race. Neither of my opponents have 
favored tte RepabUeaae of the county wHh a atatemMt of 
what they stood for, or what they would do if givwn tibe office; 
except Mr. Grifiin promises that if elected he will increase 
the load of taxation already heavy on the backs of the tax- 
pojecs of the county by taxing them to work the public county 
roads. Mr. Rallard makes no promises, whatever hi his an- 
nouncement, possibly because he made so many promises four 
years ago, none of which he kept. The republicans and tax- 
payers of the county have called upon me to give them some 
of the proMises made by Mr. Ballard four yean ago, and I 
hereby give the facts to them and you shall be the judge, from 
the facts, whether Mr. Ballard hiw kept his promises to the 
people. 

His first promise was to serve the people as County Judge 
for $600 per year. The firrt year he served — ^1914, there was 

paid him as County Judge the sum of $816.00, $216 more than 
he p'uniised to serve for; in 1915 there was paid him as Coun- 
ty Judge $815, $215 more than he promised to serve for; in 
1916 there was paid him as County Judge $989.35, $389.35 
more than he promised to serve for, and in 1917 he has col- 
lected as County Judgre part of his salary of $800 and $10 on 
voucher; $210 more th;;j, he promised to serve the people for. 
This record shows that he has> accepted a total of $3,430.35 
ibr Ms se twk e s as County Judge, or $1,080.85 m<Hre than he 
promised to serve for. He promised also that he would only 
pay tiie County Attorney and County Superintendent a salary 
of $GUO a year and by making this reduction in his salary and 
theirs, save the taxpayers of the county $2,400 for the four 
years. This he has not done. 

Mr. Ballard promised to reduce the pauper claims of the 
county one-half and also furnish those in need. Prior to his 
administration there had been an allowance of $1,500 per 
year to care for the paupers of the county. The records show 
that in the year 1914 there was paid out $3,500.33; in 1915 
$:i.r,18.31 and in 191G the sum of $2,584.03, at total of $9,- 
602.67 for three years. Instead of costing the taxpayers of the 
county $1,500 a year, it cost them $3,200.89 a year for the 
three years, and God knows what it will eost them this year. 

Mr. Ballard promised to abolish the court house janitor 
and save the taxpayers $1,200 in four years. Did he do this? 
Hei'e are the facts as shown by the records. The first year of 
his term the janitor cost tiie county $735.65. The reason for 
this increased cost being that Mr. Ballard undertook to 
trample under foot a plain and unmistakable Statute law, 
which the courts and juries of the State would not permit him 
to do. The janitor had been paid $300 a year prior to his term

Mr. Ballard promised that if elected County Judge he

or four months in the year, and in that way save the taxpayers 
about $2,000 in four years. Has he kept this promise? Here is 
the record. $3,043.27 was paid to his Road Engineers, as 
shown by a statement signed by Mr. Ballard and his County 
Bead Engineers, and published hi the Mt. Vernon Signal, Feb- 
uary 23, 1917, except $52.14 which was paid out of the gen- 
eral fund by voucher. This amount had been paid prior to Feb- 
ruary 23, 1917; the expense has been going on since and no 
man knows what it will be at the end of 1917^

Thb does not show the entire indebtedness bocsnio there 
are many outstanding claims that cannot be known until the 
Treasurer makes his final settlement. What has become of 
this money, Mr. Ballard? You have made no public improve- 
menti of any kind. The dirt roads of the county are in a miser- 
able condition, and the money allowed overseers for hauling 
has been cut in half. This big debt has nothing to do with the 
bond issue money. The items constituting this indebtedness 
are represented by claims allowed, all of which are signed by 
Mr. Ballard officiaUy. The respoasibittty ii oB hfan. He is the 
man who made the promise when he was asking the voters of 
the county to support him four years ago. Now, in view of 
these facts and figures, I ask, has he kept his promises, so vital 
to the taxpayers of the county, and if he has failed to keep his 
promises, can he be trusted again? . . 

Mr. Ballard, in closing his series of promises, says "I fur- 
ther promise and solemnly swear that no acts or deeds on my 
part will ever cause the good people of my beloved county to 
look upon me with shame and regret" Is it possible that Mr.

The attention of the taxpayers is called to another act on 
the part of Mr. Ballard which shows gross neglect on his part 
of the interest of the people of the county. After the recapitu- 
lation sheets showing assessed valuation of all taxable property 
in this county were sent to Frankfort, notice was given to the 
County Judge as the law requires, that a raise of 5 per cent, 
on the assessed valuation on land; a raise of 10 per cent, on 
the assessd valuation on Town Lota, and a raise of 5 per cent 
on assessed valuation on personal property of the county war 
made by the State Board of Equalization. No effort was made 
by the County Judge to have these raises taken off, or to even 
secure "a reduction of same. The assessed valuation of land 
made by the assessor of the county is $1,035,955. The raise by 
the State Board of 5 per ct. increases this amount $51,797. The 
£.8sessed valuation of town lots made by the assessor is $26:5,- 
360. The raise of the State Board of 10 per cent increases 
Jiis amount $26,456. The assessed valuation of personal prop- 
erty made by the assessor is $300,279. The raise by the State 
Board of 5 per cent, increases this amount $15,013. By reason 
of the neglect of the County Judge the taxpayers of the coun- 
ty will pay on an faiereased valuation of |93,448. You know

I call the attention of the taxpayers to this matter for the 
purpose of showing them the manner in which their taxes have 
been tecreaaed, and aa a farther evidenee ef tiM dhvegard by 

the County Judge of your interests and rights. The facts to 
which I have called your attention, taken together, conclusive- 
ly show how the big indebtedness of the county came about 
snd how your taxes are increased. If I am eleeted County 
Judge these things will not happen. 

The next proposition is the expenditure of the bond 
money in the building of turnpike roads in the county. I con- 
sider it practically useless to enlarge on this subject, because 
you all know that the county aold f 100,000 in bonda and ttat 
we have not exceeding four miles of finished turnpike. The 
bond fund is gone with the exception of $20,074.27. at pres- 
ent in the banks, and it will more than take this amount to 
meet contracts already made on the road between Mt Vernon 
and Ronndstone, a distance of seven rnOea and a ftaetlen. This 
bond money has been expended in a most unbusiness-Iike man! 
ner, to say the least. With business methods employed we

"Am indeed glad to hear trom 
you in regard to the patrol .sys 
tem for Boone Way. Such a 
system, as you are perhaps SF&te 
consists in the appointment of a 
man to take care of a certain stat 
ed oomher of miles <rf road, de- 
pending upon the condition of 
the road You will understand 
that the road mu.st first be 
placed in proper condition before 
it can be patroled or maintained. 

A patrolman, if on a macadam 
road, is equ.pped wiih a hojse, 
cart, pick, shovel, tamper, water 
barrel and sprinkler, some stone 
screening. Wherever a ho!e or 
rut exists, it is cleaned out, the 
sides beiug pack::d down vertical 
so as to run up the new material. 
After the hole is properly cleaned 
out it should be sprinkled and 
new material added, which is 
screened and watered just the 
same as in. bnildinx a macadam 
road. The stone which is placed 
in the hole and which is the real 
wearing surface should b(;
